We cheerfully admit the communi- 
cation of “An Old) Democrat” for the 
sake of saying that our reading leads 
us to the conclusion that the ballot has 
become to be considered the freeman’s 
lefenee and safety from the machina- 
tions and oppressions of tyrancy. And 
it cost a long struggle to obtain it, al- 
though voting by ballot was known to 
some extent far back iu ancient times. 
And the most ancient institution we 
now have, brought from the musty past 
of thousands of yearsago, has the ballot 
to shield its membership, and it has so 
well proved its value that it is guarded 
with the most scrupulous care. Ou 
forefathers when building a gevetu— 
ment that should guarantes the great- 
est good to the greatest number, and 
be as unlike the oppressive monarch 
ies of the old world as possible, gave 
us the ballot, pure and simple. And 
so well did it work that in 1830 th 
ancient Trish agitator and patriot, 
O Connell, got a following of t venty- 
one votes for the adoption of the sys- 
tem in the British Parliament. It haa 
after his day the advocacy of such em- 
inent men as Macaulay, Cobden and 
Brougham, and finally under the 
Gladstone ministry, ten years ago, the 
ballot was adopted with elaborate reg— 
ulations to sccure secrecy. 

In our own day and generation 
much care has been exercised by the 
people to preserve the purity of thc 
ballot, and leave the citizen entirely 
free to vote his owa will. lu some 
States the ballot has been enclosed in 
envelopes to prevent ihe ticket 
being known by those whom it was 
thought might desire to terrorize 
the elector. In California we guurd the 
citizen by attempting to close the sa- 
loons; by having all ballots printed on 
paper of u precisely uniform tint, and 
requiring they all be folded in a sim- 
ilar manner, and then further shield 
him from undue influence by leaving 
his approach to the ballot-box free 
from inate-lopers and commitcee men. 
It has worked well, and is the best 
poor humanity can devise to keep the 
devils of corruption and wickednes 
from dominating everything thai 
makes for the popular welfare. 

As to the matter and manner of 
choosing the delegates to the State

De the Pry ‘Affect the 
Depth of Water? 


In the surface wells of some sections 
of Los Angeles county it is from six to 
forty feet deeper to water than it was a 
few years ago. This sinking of the 


.| waters is accounted for in various ways. 


Some think it is fully explained by the 
water being turned from the channels of 
the creeks and rivers and distributed 
over the surface of the country, where 
much of it is evaporated by the heat of 
the sun. Others think it is occasioned 
by the subterranean waters being drawn 
off by artesian wells. By others it is 
thonght that by the succession of com- 


paratively dry seasons for several years 
past, the moisture of the earth has been 
gradually exiausted and sank further 
from the surface. This latter theory 
seems to find support in one instance 01 
an old well near — No one knows 
when it was dug, but when the present 
inhabitants settled there the water in it 
was less than six feet from the surface, 
and it was not supposed the well was oi 
any great depth, but the water has grad- 
aally sank away, until it is over forty 
feet from the surface, and the well has 
been discovered to be about sixty feet in 
depth. The supposition is that it could 
uot have been sank to that depth when 
the water came to a few feet of the sur- 
face, aud that, there ore, in former 
years, when that well was dag, there 
must have been a succession of dry 
years, as there has been of late, and 
that the water was as far or even farther 
from the surface than ac present. 

If that theory is correct, there is rea- 
son to expect u succession of wet sen- 
sons in the future that will fill the earth 
with moisture and bring the water iu 
the wells back to the surface. 

Still another theory is that subter- 
ranean Water-courses change the same 
as water-courses on the surface, and 
that the water that sinks from one place 
rises in another, If this theory or faci 
needed auy support, it might be founc 
in au instance related by Col. Warner, o 
aspring that once furnished water foi 
large numbers of stuck, then sank en 
tirely away, and after a number of year 
— in all its former strength.
